BIG FINE TERROR © 
CAUSES ALLIANCE 


Railway People Joining with 
Standard Oil to Fight In- 
dictments and Delay 
Prosecution. 


HOPE OF IMMUNITY LOST. 


Agreement Reached in Chicago 
and Meeting in New York 
Has Matter Under Con- 
sideration. 


The railroads and the other big corpora- 
tions are getting together, with a view to 
mutual aid and comfort. 

In Chicago and likewise in New York yee- 
terday there were tangible evidences that 
the huge fine assessed against Standard Oil 
by Judge Landis has driven the big com- 
binations into an offensive and defensive al- 
llance. 

In New York the traffic managers of all 
the great industrial corporations met and 
discussed the decision and the outlook. 


Agreement Already Made. 

In this city the Standard company and the 
railroads implicated with it in the indict- 
ments still pending in this federal district 
are now in agreement and the result will be 
apparent to the government when the next 
case against the Standard Ol company is 
called for trial. 

No one will admit openly the organization 
of this alliance, but it was evidenced in the 
secret conferences held in the offices of the 
Standard Oil company in the Commercial 
National Bank building in the half-hearted 
denials of the attorneys. 


The understanding said to have deen 


reached is that in all future trials arising 
over Standard Oil rebates the railroad offi- 
cials will contest the right of the govern- 
ment to make them testify and to furnish the 
company books, as long as possible. It is 
realized the government may triumph in the 
end, but it gives the Standard Oil attorneys 
a wider field of operations. 


Convicted on Alton Evidence. 

The reason prompting this alliance is self- 
preservation. In fining the Standard Oil 
company last Saturday Judge Landis took 
occasion to call a special grand jury and in- 
structed District Attorney Sims to present 
the evidence introduced at that case to this 
jury with a view of securing the indictment 


ot the Chicago and Alton. It was upon Alton 


evidence and the testimony of Alton officials 
that the corviction of the Standard O eom- 
pany was secured. , 

There was no immunity offered or solicited, 
but it is evident that the Alton anticipated it 
from the furor which Judge Landis’ instruc- 
tions aroused. Moreover a recent congres- 
sional enactment preciudes the possibility of 
immunity for the corporation. In the event 
of its indictment it hardly can do more than 
plead guilty and throw itself on the mercy of 
the court. 


Doubts Show of Leniency. 


District Attorney Sims and his special as- 
sistant, James H. Wilkerson, left yesterday 
morning to complete their vacation in north- 
ern Michigan, but one of the men connected 
with the office, who was informed of the atti- 
tude of the companies, expressed no fear of 
any action they might take. He said: 

The instructions of the court to proceed 
against the Alton was as much a surprise 
to the district attorney as it was to the 
Alton officials, but that does not mean a half 
hearted investigation will follow. There is 
really no cause why the Alton should receive 


“leniency, and I doubt if the other roads in- 


volved in these indictments, including the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, the Burlington, 
and the Lake Shore, can put any more diffi- 
culties in our path than did the Alton. From 
first to last the officials of that road who 
appeared as witnesses in behalf of the gov- 
ernment were unsatisfactory." 


Traffic Men Make Plans. 

The meeting in New York wae of special 
representatives of the traffic departments of 
all the large industrial corporations center- 
ing there. In this connection it is recalled 
that the writers who were publishings things 
about the iniquity of the railroads in favor- 
ing the big shippers laid most of the blame 
for rebates—not the bald sort which the orig- 
inal interstate commerce laws were designed 
to prevent, but the more subtle special privi- 
legcs which the federal authorities have been 
busy ferreting out lately—on the traffic man- 
agers of the corporations. 

Yesterday's New York meeting was at- 
tended by twenty speclal representatives." 
A statement was issued after the meeting, 
which said that the meeting had discussed in- 
formally matters affecting shippers, espe- 
cially in relation to the rulings of the inter- 
state commerce commission, with the idea of 
protecting themselves against improper and 
unreasonable rules and rates, One of the 
subjects which came up for discussion was 
the recent permission granted to the railroads 
allowing them to designate intermediate 
routes. That is, the railroad on which the 
traffic originated is allowed to say by what 
lines it shall be sent across the country after 
leaving its own tracks. The traffic men don't 
like this. As one of them says, there are 
“certain special considerations ’’ which a 
wide awake traffic man can expect from a 
road which he has the power to favor. 


Grand * Closing Inquiry. 
Jamestown, N. T., Aug. 6.—The tederal 
grand jury for the Western district of New 
York, which convened here July 9, and has 
been in session much of the time since, fin- 
ished taking testimony today in the case of 
the government against the Standard Oil 
company, the New York Central and the 
Pennsylvania railroad companies. 
The jury adjourned until next Friday, when 
Judge Hazel will receive the jury’s report. 
A number of indictments are expected. 


Trust Accused of Deéeption. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—{Special.]—The 
government officials do not propose to in- 
dulge in a public debate with the officers 
of the Standard Off company. ; 

Exception is taken to the statement of 
Vice President Archbold that in the prep- 
aration of Commissioner Smith’s report the 
Standard Oil company was not given an op- 
portunity to be heard.

HER RIVALRY TOO KEEN. 


British Association Told It Is Time to 
Put Curb on Fair Sex. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D.] 
LONDON, Aug. 6.—The British Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science today 
listened interestedly to the earnest pleadings 
of Prof. Henry E. Armstrong for mercy from 
wotfen. 

“The advanced woman,” sald the dis- 
tinguished chemist, “apparently is ag- 
gressively bent upon displacing man every- 
where. At the same time it is obvious she 
is becoming more neglectful of her own 
domain and in consequence the foundations 
of the home are being undermined.”’ 

The traditions which had guided women 
in the past are being given up, he declared, 
and if disruption is to be avoided there must 
be framed some scientific conception of the 
mutual duties and responsibilities of the 
sexes. * 

„My present object,“ Prof. Armstrong 
said, 1s to file a petition for help in behalt 
of the weaker sex, the men, those frail 
creatures who are absolutely dependent 
upon women. 


Make Them Qualify as Housekeepers? 
„It is our pride and privilege to fight for 
emen as well as to provide food and raiment 

for them. Before they have secured us, be- 
for@ they marry us, we are called upon to 
sh that we can provide the means to keep 
the house going. Shall we not soon be justi- 
fied in asking women to produce certificates 
of competency, and give proof they are skilled 
in all matters relating to household manage- 
ment? Is not the time at hand when the 
pendulum should swing back and women 
cease their unreasonable competition with 
men? 

„The place of women in society is defined 
by nature. She is superman.” 

The speaker then appealed to women to 
adapt themselves to their own nature, and 
not simply to follow men. They should glory, 
he said, in meeting the requirements of their 
natural duties, which chiefly relate to home 
life.

ADRIFT, HUNGRY, IN DESPAIR 


Two Men Float in a Disabled 
Launch Twenty-nine Hours. 


CITY NEAR; OUT OF REACH. 
Finally Boat Is Sighted by Steamer 
and Towed to Harbor. 


William Jewett and James Brushel, ama- 
teur sailors, know now how it seems to be 
shipwrecked in Lake Michigan within sight 
ef the city’s skyscrapers, and to live there 
for twenty-nine hours, helpless, almoet hope- 
lees, and without food. 

They finally were rescued by the Anchor 
line steamer Delaware and brought to the 
life saving station with their disabled boat. 
Food was their first thought. 

The two men left Halsted street, in the 
south branch, at 2 o’clock Monday afternoon 
for a short trip on the lake in an eighteen 
foot gasoline launch. When they were two 
miles out in the lake, at a point off. Thirty- 
eighth street, something went wrong with 
the engine. Both men set to work on the 
refractory engine, but it refused to yield to 
treatment. By this time it was becoming 
dark, and the smoke and haze which hung 
over the lake blotted out everything except 
the lights in the tall buildings. 

One Oar Lost Overboard. 
Having no hope of repairing the machinery, 
the two lonely sailors set at work with two 
oars to row the craft toward shore. They 
made slow progress for a time in this way, 
and then Jewett lost his oar overboard. 
Nothing could be done with one oar against 
the breeze from the land, and the launch be- 
gan to drift farther out into the lake. 

During the night the men took turns sleep- 
ing as well as they could, with the pangs of 
hunger gnawing and with one always on 
watch for the lights of a boat which might 
assist them in getting back to safety and 
food. The hours of darkness passed and the 
sun rose with still no sign of help. * 

All day yesterday a watch was kept, but 
the haze and smoke hung over the water, 
completely blotting out a view of the little 
boat from the watch at the life saving sta- 
tion or the boats entering andvleaving the 
Chicago harbor. 

Drift Farther from Shore. 

The two occupants began to lose hope as 
the launch drifted farther and farther from 
shore, but this proved to be, their salvation, 
for it placed the craft on the course of ves- 
sele to and from South Chicago.

Settlement of Tariff Differences

Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—[Special.J— 
Just as the tariff differences with Germany 
were adjusted, so have those with France 
been settled. An agreement has been reached 
between the government authorities in Wash- 
ington and Paris whereby the United States 
pledges itself to reduce the duty upon Fren 
champagne, while France will modify her re- 
strictions against the admission of American 
meats, continue the imposition of the mini- 
mum tariff on Porto Rican coffee, and grant 
concessions on American shoes, etc. 

The dispute with France arose as a result 
of the recent negotiations of the tariff reci- 
procity agreement with Germany. The Ber- 
lin government made customs concessions to 
the United States covering 06.5 per cent of all 
2 exports to- that country. It was 
e ted that the saving on duties under the 
agreement and on the basis of the present 
trade of the United States would amount to 
$7,000,000 annually. 

In exchange for German concessions the 
United States gave to German trade all the 
benefits of that section of the Dingley tariff 
law permitting the president to make. reci- 
procity agreements. The German saving, 
authorities here predicted, would amount 
only to about $150,000 annually. France en- 
joyed all the reductions permissible under the 
law except that on champagne and other 
sparkling wines. The value of these liquors 
imported from Germany last year was over 
$94,000, while the valu@ of those coming from. 
France was $513,000. 


Retaliates on Coffee. 


The French government appreciated the 
enormous advantage German champagne 
would have over the product of its vine- 
yards. by paying a lower duty, amounting 
to B per cent of the maximum, and it re- 
taliated by decreeing that Aug. 1 the high- 
est duty would be applied by its customs 
or. coffee coming from Porto Rico. France 
takes about 5,000,000*pounds of coffee an- 
nually from Porto Rico, and the $618,000 de- 
rived from its sale is essential to the pros- 


perity of the island. The effect of the maxi- 


mum duty would be to kill the Porto Rican 
trade. Energetic representations made by 
the state department resulted in an agree- 
ment by France to postpone the enforcement 
of the decree. At the same time the French 
government also agreed to waive the micro- 
scopic test of pork for trichine. 
These concessions were based upon the 
suggestion of this government that for an 
adequate return it would be willing to grant 
to France the concession an champagne given 
to Germany. But it Was made clear that 
the reduction on champagne was worth far 
more than the mere continuance of the mini- 
mum duty on Porto Rico coffees and the 
waiving of the microscopic test on pork. 


Bar Against Live Stock. 


The French government has refused to ad- 
mit American live stock. It also imposes 
certain restrictions upon American dressed 
meat. The state department proposed that 
France admit American live stock on the 
same condition as Great Britain—that. is, 
that they should be slaughtered within ten 
days after arrival. It also has proposed that 
the French government accept a certificate 
* inspection which is employed under the 
meat inepection law. The attitude of the 
French government was most favorable, and 
confidence is expressed that when the treaty 
is sign<d all the meat concessions desired by 
the United States will be found to be m- 
cluded therein. 

This is most important to the packing in- 
dustry, for it may be possible to extend the 
market for beef into France. Of 681,000 
pounds of meat extracts imported by France 
in 1904, the latest figures ayailable, only 
8,078 pounds came from the United States. 

In the case of canned meats the imports 
of the United States make a relatively good 
showing. The total imports of these goods 
are 2,400,000 pounds annually, of which the 
United States furnishes 1,200,000 pounds. 
However, only about one-fourth of the 
French imports of canned meat are for home 
coneumption, the balance being shipped to 
the French colonies. It is the colonial field 
American packers should study, for it offers 
a more promising market than France. The 
French people are eating more and more 
horsefiesh, according to consular reports, be- 
cause of their inability to get beef at a price 
within their means. 

Action Important to America. 

The acceptance by Frarice of the inspec- 
tion certificate, and the probability of Ger- 
many doing so, are most important to the 
American meat industry. The agitation 
which followed the exposure of unsatisfactory 
conditions existing in the packing houses re- 
sulted in a tremendous drop in this trade. 
The bureau of statistics has reported that 
the amount of canned beef exported in 1906 
was 64,500,000 pounds. For the fiscal year, 
which ended June 30 last, the exports were 
only 15,800,000 pounds. There was a loss of 
18,000,000 pounds on fresh beef. The reduc- 
tion in the exports of bacon amounted to 
111,000,000 pounds. The only gain made was 
in the exports of hams and salted or pickled 
pork, amounting to about 35,000,000 pounds. 

Argentina and Russia took advantage of 
the distrust of American meats to rush their 
products into the market, and now American 
packers must make a strenuous fight in order 
to regain what they have lost. The state de- 
partment is facilitating their efforts in every 

ble way, and as a move in this direction 
urging international acceptance of the 
American certificate. With France and Ger- 
many doing so, confidence is expressed that 
the rest of the world will follow suit. Inthis 
event it is hoped the present fiscal year will 
witness the restoration of the United States 
to the position it occupied in 1906 as a meat 
exporting nation.

‘INNOCENTS’ VICTIMS, TOO. 


Crowds, Enraged ‘by Girls’ Sto- 
ries, Savagely Beat Inof- 
fensive Citizens. 


New York, Avg. 6.—Additions today to the 
long list of attacks and attempted attacks on 
girls were followed by attempts at lynchings. 

Out of a score of complaints that reached 
the police a half dozen demanded serious at- 
tention. Whether the number is extraordi- 
nary is disputed, but certain it is that never 
before has mob vengeance so frequently at- 
tended attacks upon children. 

Led by a woman who alternately in Italian 
and broken ish cried, ‘“‘Avenge my 
daughter! a less crowd of perhaps 2,000 
persons tonight stormed the Fourteenth 
street car barns of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway company, where a policeman had 
sought refuge with a seriously pommeled 
prigoner, Paul Sorgerato, a Greek peddler 
who, it is charged, tried to kiss Grace Josco, 
an Italian of 11 years. 

A shrill cry from the girl and an impas- 
sioned appeal by the mother put the foreign- 
ers of the neighborhood in a rage, and as the 
Greek took to his heels a crowd pursued. 


Grab Clothes Line to Lynch. 

When a block had been covered Sorgerato 
stumbled and fell, and the mob was upon 
him. Kicked nearly senseless, the Greek, a 
powerful man, nevertheless gained his feet, 
only to be knocked down again. By this time 
some one had snatched a clothes line from 
the window of a grocery store, and the riot- 
ers attempted to put a noose over the of- 
fender’s head. Only the overeagerness of 
each rioter to have a hand in the lassoing 
saved the peddler's neck. 

During the confusion a policeman arrived 
and clubbed his way to the endangered man. 
For a moment the crowd fell back, and with- 
in that time the officer had dragged his man 
to the nearby car barns. Concealing his 
prisoner in a car, the officer awaited assist- 
ance while the rioters threw themselves 
against the doors in an effort to force an 
entrance. 

Police reserves stood off the mob, while the 
Greek was hustled into a patrol wagon. 
Through a crowd that oried Kill him, lynch 
him,’’ the police fought their way to the near- 
est station house. 


Innocent Man Badly Beaten. 


Cheated of their man the crowd vented its 
fury on Gaston Keriskell, an unoffending 
workman, homeward bound As he was 
passing the rioters a boy pointed him out, 
at the same time yelling “ that’s the man’s 
friend. He was there, too.“ Keriskell was 
pounded until he was uncenscious. The 
police reserves finally got the injured man 
and removed him to a hospital. 

Edward Pratt, a millwright, had a similar 
experience late this afternoon in West Fifty- 
seventh, street. Nellie and Helen Farrell, 
each about 10 years old, accused Pratt of 
improper remarks. He was frightfully 
mauled before rescued from @ mob by the 
police. 

Adelaide Wildrer, a nurse, fought off an 
assailant on the west side today. The man 
was arrested. A man who attempted an as- 
sault upon a little girl in Green street es- 
caped. Another, Tony Sardo, was arrested 
on a child’e complaint in Brooklyn. 

The courts are acting promptly on assault 
cases. Paul J. Sohmidt, a blacksmith, 
charged with having atteanpted to attack a 
little girl, was today sentenced to the 
tentiary for one year. Antonio Levant, 
similar offense, was given six months. 

Unusual Crime Wave Denied. 

There isn’t any crime wave,“ said Supt. 
Jenkins of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children today.

Jap Visitor to Board of Review 
Suggests Unique Scheme. 


WOULD PENSION OLD MAIDS. 


Promises Big Revenue or Few Bach- 
elors If Ideas Are Accepted. 


Dr. Ishimi Namikawa, a Japanese student 
of the census question, ig waiting to present 
the Cook county board of review with the 
outline of a daring system for taxing bachel- 
ors and devoting the proceeds to the penaion- 
ing of single women. 

He has been reading about the “ tax 
dodgers who have been bothering the board, 
and he figures that if he explains his ideas to 
the reviewers, they may be impelled to bring 
about some new legislation making it im- 


possible, for bachelors, at least, to dodge 


taxes without lying about their age. 

Dr. Namikawa would have presented the 
matter to the reviewers yesterday had he not 
arrived at the offices five minutes after clos- 
ing time. Reviewer Fred W. Upham had left 
early to celebrate his third wedding anni- 
versary. So Dr. Namikawa gave his ideas to 
a reporter..

Tax to Go to Single Women. 

Then the doctor unfolded the details of his 
scheme. He said he would tax every unmar- 
ried man who 1s 21 years old $5 a year; every 
man who is 22 years old $10 a year, and so on 
up to the age of 30 years, increasing the tax 
by $5 for each year. When a man should 
reach the age of 30 years he would tax — 
25 per cent of his gross income, and in this 
way bring him to terms. 

In recalcitrant cases of chronic bachelor- 
hood, the doctor said, he would keep up the 
tax of 25 per cent of the bachelor’s income 
annually until he should reach the age of 30. 
Then, by an adaptation of Dr. Osler’s theory, 
Namikawa would take the crabbed old bach- 
elor and kill him,

ly would be derived I think ought to go to sin~ 
gle women who are obliged to work. It should 
be paid out in the form of pensions to all 
working single women who will make oath

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KERN SUES THE INTER OCEAN 


Follows Actions Against Heazst 
Papers with Another. 


HE ASKS $100,000 DAMAGES. 


Claim Based on Articles Regarding 
Stensland Bank Loans. 


Following the suite filed against the Hearst 
newspapers on Monday for damages aggre- 
gating $300,000, Jacob J. Kern yesterday be- 
gan a libel suit in the Superior court against 
the Chicago Inter Ocean asking damages 
amounting to $100,000, 

The article made the basis of Mr. Kern’s 
complaint was published in the Inter Ocean 
on Aug. 11, 1006, the heading being: Bad 
Paper Pays Jake Kern Well; Former State’s 
Attorney Reaps a Harvest by Buying Stens- 
land’s Mortgages and Then Borrowing on 
Them from Stensland'e Bank.“ 

It ie set forth in the complaint that the 
heading and the text below it contained the 
implication that Mr. Kern had marketed 
bogus mortgages at the bank. 


State’s Attorney to Be Witness. 

As in the cases against the Hearst pa- 
pers, Attorney Kern's witnesses will be John 
C. Fetger, receiver of the Milwaukee Avenue 
bank; State's Attorney Healy, and other offi- 
clals who had an opportunity to know that 
the loans to Mr. Kern were made on legiti- 
mate securities. The contention is that At- 
torney Kern will be able to prove beyond 
a doubt by the settlement of the bank's af- 
fairs that the securities given by the com- 
plainant to the bank were good. 

As in the case of the suits filed againet the 
Hearst papers, the Inter Ocean suit was 
filled within a few days of the expiration of 
the time limit. 


Confident of the Outcome. 

Mr. Kern is confident of the outcome of the 
suits. The tone of the Inter Ocean story and 
of those printed in the Hearst papers were 
similar, and it will be the contention of the 
complainant that the three newspapers in- 
tended to give the false impression that Mr. 
Kern had made himself rich by loading down 
the Stensland bank with worthless paper.

Indifference of Chicagoans. 

Speaking of Chicagoans and their attitude 
toward life, Prof. Zueblin said: 

Most people in Chicago today are not 
serious about anything. We now are in a 
period of comparative indifference to every- 
thing except getting on in the world. We 
refuse to face the problems of life and in- 
stead we give ourselves over to things of an 


serious confronts us we become lugubrious. 

Tho time is drawing 
the people will look to more serious problems 
of life. With the experience of the nine- 
teenth century the time is drawing near for 
the consideration of great problems. With 
the attitude that comes of sophistication 
we will face the problems without becoming 
lugubrious. We will take life seriously and 
will think of great things.” 


Wit More Appreciated in England. 

Referring to the lack of humor in American 
audiences, he said: 

“We laugh at English humor, and make 
fun ef the jokes in Punch, but it is five 
minutes sometimes before a witticism will

Board of Improvemefits Will 
Consider Problems Involved 
in Installation. 


, : ; 

The next work in the thterest of the high 
pressure water system for the protection of 
Chicago's downtown busi&éss district against 
a possible conflagration 1 be before the 
local committee on transportation. 

„High pressure is one of the first things 
that the committee will take up when it 
resumes sessions, the firet week in Septem- 
ber,” said Chairman Milton J, Foreman yes- 
terday. We all realize that it has to be 
disposed of, and the sentiment among the 
property owners seems to be for a high 
pressure system as soon as possible. It 
must be considered, however, in connection 
with sewere and the traction question, for 
the streets will have to be torn up at the 
same time.“ 

President Deitrich of the board of local 
improvements said that body was ready 
to take up the high pressure question as 
soon as it was brought before it. Its dut} 
will be to apply the engineering problem 
to lecal conditions and spread the assess- 
ments. 


Will Not Interfere with Subways. 


“All we want the transportation committee 
to do,” said George H. Holt, chairman of 
the subcommittee on high pressure, “is to 
tell us what streets to keep out of, and 
we'll install the high pressure pipes in the 
remaining thoroughfares. It will not/inter- 
fere with the construction of su ys a 
particle then. It is imperative that we have 
the high pressure tem installed without 
delay. There may be a conflagration’ that 


will sweep through the downtown section. 


at any time.“ 5 

He mentioned two recent fires—one in 
Franklin street and one at Lake and Dear- 
born—as illustrating the possibilities of con- 
flagration. 

The best the department could do was to 
fet them burn,“ he said. “ Heat even if the 
spread of the flames is ch the public 
is inconvenienced by the tying up of trans- 
portation lines. There are other reasons 
why the high pressure system should be in- 


 ptalled without delay. 


“The existing sewer system is well known 
to be inadequate for present use, and will 
be increasingly inadequate as the city grows 
ane the system is disturbed by the proposed 
subway construction or the deep level sewers. 


Will Increase Sewer Efficioncy. 

“A high pressure system. will make the 
work öf cleaning the sewers and keeping 
them clean easier and cheaper. Under 
the present system their efficiency Js reduced 
during the greater part of the time by accu- 
mulated waste, which remains in the sewers 
until it is forced out by the cleaners. 

“Under the high pressure system a greater 
number of sprinkler equipments will be in- 
stalled; and a majority of fires will be ex- 
tinguished at the start by the opening of a 
sprinkler head and the discharge through it 
of a small amount of water on a fire. 

Where there are no sprinklers a smaller 
amount of water will be effective, because 
every locality will be within easy reach of 
water under pressure, which can be applied 
by people on the ground, without the delay 
caused by getting the fire enginesto the scene 
of the fre and in operation. 


„ ~ Hasler to Fight Fires. 


“ This will be an increasingly important fac- 
tor i the streets are to be opened for sub- 
ways. Such obstructions on the streets in 
which the subways are being laid and at all 
street intersections where the subways cross 
will greatly retard the movement of the fire 
department apparatus. Furthermore, if wa- 
ter is at hand under pressure the firemen can 
fight the fire from the standpipes or from ad- 
joining buildings without the use of ladders 
or water towers. 

“ Attention has been called within the last 
few days to the bursting of important mains 
in the downtown district and the statement 
is made that these leaks are due to the corro- 
sion of the mains. Whether these leaks are 
due to corrosion or to electrolysis, the dan- 
ger from them will increase year by year. 
The high pressure system would do away 
with the peril caused by such corrosion. 

It ig not proposed to construct the high 

ressure system without reference to street 
ee and subways. 


Need Not Disturb Traffic. 


“A large percentage of the mains may be 
constructed within the curb line and below 
the level of the basement floor, under the 
sidewalk area, but out of the way of the 
tenant. All of these lines will be constructed 
without interfering with street traffic at all. 
Other lines laid in the readway proper can 
be installed without keeping the street open 
for more than a few hundred feet at a time 
and for a comparatively shallow depth. 

“It is proposed that all new sewer con- 
struction shall be at deep level, say. thirty- 
five feet below the surface, These sewers 
will not be constructed by opening the street 
from the surface. That would be both costly 
and impracticable. They will be constructed 
as the Illinois Tunnel company built its bores, 
altogether underground. Therefore the 
streets will not have to be opened for the 
high pressure system and again for the 
sewer system.” . 

President Deitrich of the board of local im- 
provements said he had been interested in 
the high pressure system for a long time as 
a member of the real estate board. 

“The system should have finmediate and 
serious ¢onsideration,’’ said he. “I have 
been through one big Chicago fire and I don’t 
want to see another. Our skyscrapers have 
no protection. under the present water pres- 
sure. The high pressure system is absolutely. 
necessary.“ 4

Corporation Counsel Brundage issued a 
statement defending the charter during the 
day, calling attention to the fact that the 
persons who are loudest in their opposition 
are not. taxpayers.

New Legislation Sought. 

Unless the legislative managers of thestate 
succeed in screwing the lid down on the 
general assembly when it meets, the legis- 
lature is likely to start with a good deal of 
unexpected business. It is supposed to meet 
and consider a deep waterway project. There 
are several other propositions which seem 
likely to come up before it. 

Mr. Bruridage wants a change made in the 
law governing personal damage sults brought 
against the city and would like to get it at 
the fall session. Speaker Ddward D. Shurt- 
leff is said to be willing to allow considerable 
legislative discussion of his Chicago restric- 
tion issue in the lower house, and plans are 
said to be afoot to review this question 
and push it as hard oratorically as possible.

Rhode also had been arragted on a charge 
of wife abandonment, but he protested that 
he had been in no way to blame and that he 
always stood ready to help his wife. Judge 
Crowe continued his case until Aug. 22.

Judge McEwen Refnses to Grant 
Immediate Hearing on Ven- 
ner’s Petition. 


When the Twentieth Century limited ar-

Court to Act Tomorrow. 


Last evening Judge Grosscup gave out this

action of the court, however, will not be an- 
nounced until Thursday morning.“ 

Exactly how it happened that the word 
went te New York on Sunday that the de- 
cisions were to be given a was after- 
wards repeated in Chicago has not yet been 
thoroughly explained.

See a Peril to Small Boys and Girls 
Suffering Thirst. 


All the churches in Chicago that can be pre- 
vailed upon to take up the fight are to be 
asked next Sunday to adopt resolutions de- 
nouncing those Chicago amusement parks 
that make it hard for visitors to get water to 
drink and proportionately easy and cheap to 
secure beer. 

The movement was inaugurated last night 
at the fifty-fourth monthly rally of the 
Young People's Christian Temperance 
union in the public hall at Ogden park, 
Sixty-fourth street and Center avenue. It

Dynamite Breaks Dam, There- 
by Supplying Water for 
Joliet Power House. 


WORK IS DONE SPEEDILY. 


| Rumor of Injunction Writ Causes 
Sanitary Trustees to Pro- 
ceed by Stealth. 


A deafening roar, the shooting of a column 
of water, rocks, and mud 200 feet into the 
air, and then the rush of a huge volume of 
water with tre us force through the 
openifig made by the explosion of charges 
of dynamite marked the turning of the water 
of the Desplaines river and the drainage 
channel yesterday into the tail race which is 
to care for the water that passes through 
the power house of the sanitary district of 
Chicago just above Joliet. 

President McCormick, Trustees Clark and 
Eidmann, Engineer Wisner, and Biectrician 
Ellicott of the sanitary district witnessed the 
opening and breathed more freely after it wag 
over, because rumors were current al} fore- 
noon that an injunction was about to be ge- 
cured to prevent the sanitary district from 
turning the waters into the tall race. 


Watch Kept for Writ Servers. 

For months hundreds of men had been 
at work constructing this channel, which 
ie 165 feet wide, 20 feet deep, and 1,000 
feet long, and just as it was completed the 
district officials were confronted with the 
possibility of having their hurried efforts 
set at naught for months to come through 
the agency of the courts, 

It was for this reason that President Mo- 
Cormick and the sanitary trustees made a 
secret of the plans of their trip. They 
looked with suspicion on every stranger who 
appeared, dodged an unsuspectin 
supposing he was a deputy, hid 
cars, and remained out of sight until all 
danger of legal interference was over. 

President MoCormick emerged from his hid- 
ing place just in time to get the full benefit 
of the last and largest blast of dynamite. 
He got a good soaking with water, but 
escaped the rocks by getting behind a tele- 
graph pole. 

Fourth Blast Does the Work. 

Three blasts of dynamite were set off at 
first, but these made only a small aperture, 
through which the water trickled. Then a 
large box of dynamite was placed in the

Their plans have 
been studied by similar workers from 
other citles until Chicago has come té be 
known as a place where things are being 
accomplished in the line of juvenile cor- 
rection. 

The city having provided a site the 
county has erected the special court build- 
ing, the first of its kind anywhere. It is 
located in what has been called “ the’ 
heart of the Ghetto.” The complete plans 
provide more than a building for the ses- 
sions of the court and the detention home. 
There will be a schoolhouse and a play- 
ground, and when the ideas of those who 
have fostered the enterprise are realized 
Chicago will have better equipment for 
caring for its juvenile wards than any city 
in the United States. 

A great deal has been accomplished 
here within the last few years even with 
inadequate facilities. Now there is to be 
an opportunity for a thorough tegt of the 
theories which hake attracted wide atten- 
tion and in which the best students of 
social conditions see much of hopefulness 
for a better citizenship of the future.

IMPROVE. THE BUSINESS DISTRICT. 
The county treasurer, the city collector, 
and the internal revenue officers are not 
the only persons to whom taxes are paid 
in Chicago. There are other collectors 
who have no official status, but whose 
demands it is unsafe to refuse to comply 
with. From the taxes of the fire insur- 
ance companies there is no appeal. The 
only way in which they can be reduced is 
by the lessening of fire hazards by the 
persons whose property is insured. 

There is no question that the heavy in- 
surance tax collected in the business dis- 
trict would be reduced by the installation 
of a high pressure water system. If it 
were to cost a million and a quarter the 
annual charge on a 5 per cent basis would 
be $62,500, but there would be a much 
greater reduction in insurance charges. 
There could be no truer economy than to 
put in such a system. 

If this question of a high pressure water 
system were independent of all others af- 
fecting the business district there would 
be mo excuse for a day’s inaction. The 
property owners are ready to do their part. 
They feel the burden of insurance taxes. 
They are aware of the enormous increase 
in insurable property in the business dis- 
trict and can understand the fear of un- 
derwriters lest their companies be sub- 
jected to heavy losses. 

There has to be a new sewer system 
in the downtown district. The present 
one is a disgrace to the city. The prop- 
erty owners realize that fully. Each of 
these improvements will necessitate a tear- 
ing up of the streets, which will inter- 
fere greatly with traffic. If it be possible 
both matters should be attended to at the 
same time. | 

Each improvement will make demands 
upon the space beneath the street surface, 
and there must be a harmonious adjust- 
ment of their respective requirements. 
The question is complicated by the fact 
that some day subways will have to be 
constructed and that that will have to be 
taken into consideration in working out 
plans for new sewers. 

This whole question of improvements in 
the downtown district is one of transcend- 
ent importance. The organizations which 
have united to urge Mayor Busse to per- 
suade the transportation committee to take 
up the subject recognize that fact. 

They have begun a great movement. 
The splendid work of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce will de partially 
wasted if the business district in which 
visitors spend their time shal! not be made 
both safe and attractive: sound pavements 
and clean streets. 

Chicago is entering on an era of pros- 
perity and renewed growth. Excepting 
only the charter nothing is so important to 
its commercial expansion and the welfare 
of its inhabitants as an early and com- 
prehensive improyement of downtown 
conditions.

LINCOLN’S PHYSIOGNOMY. 
(Truman Bartlett in MéCture’s Magazine.) 

“It is to Frenchmen that fs due the credit 
of first seeing the true beauty of the life 
mask, of appreciating it and describing it. 
When I took a plaster copy, in 1877, to the 
oldest Paris bronze founder to get it cast in 
bronze, I put it down on a table side by side 
with a mask of the Abbé Lamenais. The 
first words of the founder were: What a 
beautiful face} Why, it's more beautiful 
and has more character than the abbé's, 
and we think that is the handsomest one in 
France! What an extraordinary construc- 
tion, and what fine forms it has!’ Then he 
asked who it was, and added: ‘I shall take 
pleasure in showing it to So-and-So '—nam- 
ing several of the principal sculptors in®aris 
for whom he did work. 

“ Frémiet was particularly interested. He 
said, among other things: ‘It seems im- 
possible that a new country like yours 
should produce such a face, It is unique.’ 
Then he asked: ‘Do yot know anything 
about the physique of this man? He must 
have been tall and slim, having little flesh, 
and alert in action.’ As I was then making 
some sketches of a statuette, based upon 
little knowledge of Lincoln's phybical ap- 
pearance, Frémiet’s suggestions were of 
great value, as I knew him to be a learned 
ethnologist. He then recommended me to 
get for a model a man of the neighborhood 
who was tall and slim but compactly built. 
His height was six feet four inches, the 
same, as I learned long afterwards, as that 
of Lincoln. At the close of our converea- 
tion Frémiet said: Tou have in hand a 
wonderfully interesting subject—I envy 
you.’ 

Some weeks after, when I went to get 
the bronze copy, the founder told me that 
these. sculptors and. others had seen the 
Lincoln and expressed themselves in the 
most appreciative terms of what they saw 
Here, in substance, is what they said: 
‘It is unusual in general construction, it 
has a new and interesting character, and 
its planes are remarkably beautiful and 
subtle. If it belongs to any type, and we 
know of none such, it must be a wonderful 
specimen of that type.! :

The 
royal yacht squadron blackballs most un- 
méreifully candidates who in its eyes do 
not possess the birth and breeding requisite 
to render them congenial associates. It 
„pills them even when they are, like Sir 
Thomas Lipton and others, sponsored by 
the king himself, and is extremely chary 
about according the privileges of the club 
temporarily to strangers. Now to be at 
Cowes during the Cowes week and to be ex- 
cluded from the club is to expose oneself to 
all the humiliations of virtual ostracism. 
People thus discriminated against are out 
of everything.“ and, so to speak, invite at- 
tention to the fact if they are foolish enough 
to persist in remaining. Few care to expose 
themselves to this treatment, and most pre- 
fer to stay away, on some pretext or an- 
other.

One of the rules of the royal yacht squadron 
which keeps lots of people from becoming 
members is that which requires that candi- 
dates for election should be practical 
yachtsmen, should hold diplomas as sailing 
masters, and be capable of navigating their 
own boat. King Edward has on several oc- 
casions endeavored to have this regulation 
amended, #0 as to admit the election of men, 
like Sir Thomas Lipton, whe, while not 
yachtsmen in the technical sense of the word, 
have nevertheless, by the ownership of 
yachts, and by the devotion of large sums 
of money to the construction of racing craft, 
contributed in an important and effective 
manner to this branch of sport. But the 
club has never been willing to give way to 
King Edward in the matter, realizing that 
if there ie one thing more than another 
which contributes to its prestige it is the 
reputation which it enjoys throughout the 
sporting’ world for exclusiveness—that ex- 
clusiveness which renders people so anxious 
to join it. 

The club; has been founded since 1812, and 
since 1822 one blackbatl has been congidered 
sufficient to exclude a candidate, this bav- 
ing the effect of rendering the ballot an ex- 
tremely. trying ordeal. The. rayal yacht 
squadron is the only yachting club the mem- 
bers of which have the privilege of flying the 
white ensign of men of war—a right denied 
to honorary members—and of making use of 
the royal buoys and wharves. The commo- 
dote of the squadron since the election of 
King Edward to the throne is the marquis of 
Ormonde, and the headquarters of the club 


“| are at Cowes castle, a picturesque, unpre- 


tentious building. situated on the seashore 
of the Isle of Wight, and commanding a 
view up and down the Solent. The members 
when dining afloat or at the club usually 
wear the squadron mess dress. 

Miss Lucy Ellis, who has just through a 
judgment of the high court of chancery in 
London come into possession of the superb 
pearls valued at near $250,000 belonging to 
her aunt, the late duchess of Sermonetta, is 
a daughter of the Hon. and Rev. William 
Charles Ellis, rector of Bothal, Morpeth, and 
heir presumptive to the 0 of Howard 
de Walden, and to the r 
now held by his bachelor nephew, the pres- 
ent Lord Howard de Walden. The entailed 
property which goes with these peerdéges is 
great, comprising as it does the ground rents 
of seme of the most valuable districts of Lon- 
don, and therefore, although the rector of 
Bothal is not particularly. well off today, he 
is destined, aecording to present appear- 
ances, to become a wealthy man indeed. The 
jegacy which his sister, the late duchess of 
Sermonetta, left to his daughter was a per- 
fect godsend, comprising not only a consid- 
erable sum of money but also all her shawls, 
laces, and jewels in her London residence 
or at her English banker’s. The jewels in- 
cluded a number of superb pearls, which 
have just formed the subject of a legal con- 
test in the English courts, the plaintiff being 
the present duke of Sermonetta, who unsuc- 
cessfully claimed that the pearls in question 
formed part of the family jewels of his house, 
in which the late duchess, his stepmother, 
had merely a life interest, and that, there- 
fore, she had no right to alienate them to 
her niece, 
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The late duchess was a great character in 


her way., and alone among all the English 


consorts of the great nobles of the old pa- 
triclan houses of Rome had remained a 
Protestant. Not that this mattered much 
to her husband. For old Don Michael Angelo 
Cetani, thirteenth duke of Sermonetta, was 
not dhly an unbeliever but also one of the 
bitterest foes of the Roman Catholic church, 
took a prominent part in bringing about the 
downfall of the temporal power of the pa- 
pacy, bore to King Victor Emmanuel in 
Florence the result of that Roman plebi- 
scite of 1870 upon which the reigning house 
of Italy bases its rights to the possession of 
the Eternal city, and actually went so far 
as to propose from his seat on the extreme 
left of the Italian chamber the expulsion of 
the papacy from Italy, and the destruction 
of the vatican by fire as the best means of 
solving the Roman question. The Romans 
used to say that the old duke, who shortly 
afterwards was stricken with blindness, 
never dared to sleep again in the historic 
palace of hisancestors. He was already blind 
when he married, in his seventy-flrst year, as 
his third wife. Harriet Ellis, much to the 
disgust of his Roman relatives, who unkindly 
attributed his choice to the loss of his sight, 
intimating that if he had retained the use of 
hig eyes he would not have married. 
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The present duke, besides being a states- 
man of international fame, who on several 
occasions has held the office of minister of 
foreign affairs of Italy, is likewise an arche- 
ologist of much renown, and traces back his 
descent in ah unbroken male line to Dominus 
Constantinus Cagetanus, the greatest ter- 
ritorial magnate of Gaeta in the tenth cen- 
tury, one of whose descendants was elected 
pope in 1118, under the title of Gelasius II., 
and another occupying the chair-of St. Peter 
as Boniface VIII. from 1294 to 1800. The 
present duke’s wife is, like his late step- 
mother, an Englishwoman of the Bootle Wil- 
braham family, of which Lord Lathom is the 
chief. One of his sons, Don Livio Cetanl, 
is in the diplomatic service, and was sta- 
tioned for a time at Washington, another, 
Don Roffiedo, is a successful composer of 
operas, while the eldest son is Prince Teano, 
a frequent visitor to this country, famous 
for his geographical explorations and his 
extensive travels, his wife, daughter of the 
chief of the house of Colonna, being equally 
well known as an enthusiastic aeronaut, and 
fot her daring in ballooning feats. 
American readers of Dante will recall that 
it is Pope Boniface VIII. of the house. of 
Cetani who was damned by the poet with, 
particular emphasis in his Inferno,” a por- 
tion of canto 27 being devoted to the 
portrayal of the torments of this particular 
pontiff. Prince Teano is credited with know- 
ing more about the Mahommedan religion 
than any one else in Italy,sa knowledge 
which has served him well in his travels in 
Moslem countries where many fruitiess ef- 
forts have been made to convert him to 
Islam. His mother, the duchess, has been 
the virtual founder of.the Soctety for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals in ‘Italy, 
where the dumb brutes owe her a deep debt 
of gratitude. The Cetanls have always been 
noted for their remarkable freedom of lan- 
guage, which is not without giving «a 
piquancy to their clever capversation, They

Issues Favored by Standard Oil Group 
Are Heavy Losers. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NW YORK, Aug. 6.—([Special.]—Heavy 
gelling from an unidentified source today put 
animation into the dealings on the stock 
exchange and at the same time brought out 
heavy losses in many parts of the list, espe- 
cially those issues which have been regarded 
as speculative favorites of the Standard Oil 

oup 
oe profit taking in the last hours brought 
about a rally, but the advance in prices was 
not held and the market closed weak at 
near the lowest level of the day. 

The probable source of the offerings was 
the basis of most of the discussions during 
the day and was attributed by many to the 

rominent men who recently have returned 

rom Europe, without, as usual, giving out 
accounts of hepeful speculative conditions 
there. 

Other factors in the decline were the fall in 
the price of copper and engagement of $500,- 
000 in gold for shipment to Holland. The 
weekly report of the weather bureau as to 
conditions in the wheat and cotton belts also 
Was regarded as unsatisfactory. 

Much stress also was laid on the agita- 
tion against corporations.

LONDON, a 6.—Money was in fair inquiry in 
the market today and rates were easier, due to 
disbursements on exchequer bonds and dividends 
amounting to $12,500,000.

$8,000,000 in gold avatiable in the open market. 

Trading om the stock exchange was quiet and 
prices were irregular.

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GOSSIP oN CHANGE. 


The oats crop has encountered every il] that 
could possibly befall it this year, according 
to Bartlett-Frazier’s At-the-Market. The 
May frosts stunted its growth, sapped its 
vitality, and left it in such an enfeebled state 
that it fell an easy prey to insect ravages. 
The usual enemies of the crop were much in 
evidence, “but the aphis, making its second 
notable appearance in the history of the oats 
crop, occasioned more damage than all of the 
other insect life combined. The rains of July 
flooded the lowlands and baked the earth on 
the uplands, and the extremely hot weather 
that followed the rains rusted and blighted 
the oats to a greater or less extent throughout 
the belt. “The result is the poorest crop in 
quality and the smallest in proportion to 
domestic needs of late years. The shortage 
is greatest In the states of greatest produc- 
tion and even present estimates, low as they 
are, promise to be misleading. For while 
Snow in his report of Aug. Ist estimated the 
crop as under 800,000,000 bu as compared with 
his estimate of 930,000,000 bu for the last 
crop, and the government estimate of 964,- | 
000,000 bu for the same crop, he has made 
no allowance for the great shrinkage in vol- 
ume occasioned by the light weight df the 
oats as shown by the thrashing returns that 
are now being received. In measured bushels 
as returned by the thrasher the crop is fall- 
ing short everywhere from five to fifteen bu 
per acre as compared with previous esti- 
mates. Even in Nebraska, where early re- 
ports led us to expect almost a normal yield, 
the best posted local authorities have now 
reduced this estimate to 80 per cent of a 
crop.. Iowa, that has claimed 80 per cent, 
now. reduces.estimates to © or 7 per cent. 


Broomhall’s cable summary of foreign crop 
conditions read: United Kingdom— Wheat 
outturn is estimated at 52,000,000 bu. France 
—Harvesting is proceeding slowly and will 
commence in a few days in the most impor- 
tant districts. Germany—Weather season- 
able. Estimated that under the most favor- 
able conditions it will be necessary to im- 
port 16,000,000 bu more of wheat than last 
year. Hungary—Official estimates are frac- 
tionally raised. Prospect for corn has im- 
proved and the outlook for potatoes is good. 
Russia—Harvest returns extremely irreg- 
ular. Winter yields only medium on a re- 
duced acreage. Spring wheat variable, show- 
ing from nine to thirty bu, according to loca- 
tion. Roumania—Wheat crop smal! but of 
fine quality. Servia-It is officially estimated 
that the harvest will be an average one. Corn 
promise medium, fodder scarce, necessitating 
a prohibition of export of hay. Italy—Most 
estimates in yield of wheat are being re- 
duced. Spain—Official reports confirm a 
short crop and it is expected that 16,000,- 
000 bu will de needed next season. India 
The monsoon was beneficial to crops and 
the prospects are now good. Prices, how- 
ever, are high, in anticipation of heavy ship- 
ments both this week and next. Holland— 
Weather unfavorable. Australia—General 
rains have improved the crop prospects.”

Wall Street Discouraged.. 


The course of the New York stock market 
indicates how severe has been the setback 
brought about by the Standard Oil decision 
and the troubles of the Southern Railway. 
The popular indorsement of the action of 
Judge Landis furnishes not only one buta 
large number of straws indicating the course 
of public sentiment as it relates to corporate 
management. 

There is no assurance that officials will fail 
to get into jail, and it is considered that state 
legislatures and state authorities will be en- 
couraged again actively to combat corpora- 
tions. 

The country has been so accustomed inthe 
last few years to the rising tide of sentiment, 
that the extent to which it has grown has 
been almost overlooked. It is only by.com- 
paring the beginning with the progress thus 
far that a gauge can be had of what has been 
done. It has been but a few years since 
large corporations and those engaged in their 
management were practically immune. The 
men of millions were looked up to as exam- 
pies, or as persons to be feared. Now, the 
possessor of $10,000,000 or $20,000,000 is sub- 
ject to the inquiry of “‘ Where did he get it?“
